If the 
proper amount of attention is given to 
both of these necessary requirements, 
people wil] find that the increased egg 
production in their flocks will be so 
marked as to be beyond all expecta- 
tions. Hundreds of people complain 
that thelr poultry does not produce any 
eggs during the winter months, and 
that they lay so few eggs during the 
entire year as to make them unprofi-

More Gold In the Sea, 

The subject of gold in sea water and 
the possibility of profitably extracting 
it is a fascinating one. A professor in 
the University of Brussels, M. P, de 
Wilde, has taken up the subject and 
proposes a new method of getting out 
the precious metal. Sea water is treat- 
‘ed with a strong acid solution of chlo- 
ride of tin at the rate of five cubic 
centimeters (about one-third cubic inch) 
to the ton. The gold forms with the tin 
the compound known as purple of cas- 
sius, and when limewater is added 
this Is fixed on the flaky precipitate of 
magnesium hydrate, which falls to tha 
bottom. From this the gold is set free 
by the addition of potassium cyanide 
and can then be recovered by the usual] 
well known methods. Professor de 
Wilde considers that much of the gold 
in sea water is thrown down to the bot- 
tom. Whether the gold can be profita- 
bly extracted by the above method does 
not yet appear.—London Globe.

Wapiti antler growth Is one of the 
miracles of nature that we never cease 
to consider a miracle. About the end of 
winter—that Is in mid-March—the aut 
lers of the year before break off flush 
witb their base an Inch or more above 
the skull. Usually they are found close 
together, showing that they fell nearly 
ut the same time. 

At first the place of each antler is u 
broad raw spot. In a few days ft 
shows a-thick rounded pad or blood 
gorged skin. This swells rapidly, and 
in a fortnight the great bulbous fuzzy 
born beginning has shot up to a height 
of several inches, At exactly the right 
time, place and in just the right direc- 
tion a bump comes forth to be the foun- 
dation of the brow tine. In a few more 
days the bez tine is projected by the 
Invisible architect. In a month the 
structure Is nearly a foot high and all 
enveloped In a turgid mass of feverish 


throbbing blood vessels—the scaffolding 


and workmen of this surprising struc. 
ture. Night and day the work Is push- 
ed with astounding speed, and In four 
months this skyscraper is finished, a 
wonderful structure SJndeed, for a score 
of nature's forces have toiled, a myriad 
of invisible workmen have done their 
part, and an edifice that, according to 
ordinary rules, should have taken a 
lifetime {s here rushed through In a 
summer and all in absolute silence. 
August sees the bullding done, but it 
{gs still cluttered with scaffolding. The 
supplics of blood at the base are re. 
duced and finally discontinued. The 
antler is no longer in vital touch with 
the animal. It begins to die. The se: 
sitiveness leaves each part, the velve 
covering soon dies, cracks and peel. 
and the stag assists the process of 
clearing off the skin by scraping bis 
harns on the brushwood. September 
sees him fully armed in his spears of 
dead bone, strong in body, glorying in 
his weapons and his strength and ready 
to battle with all comers. — Ernest 
Thompson Seton ifn Scribner's, 


HONEY AS A FOOD. 


It Is Nourishing and Saves Work For 
the Digestive Organs. 

Honey, which is described as ‘‘one of 
nature’s best foods,”’ !s the subject of 
a report by the Ontario department of 
agriculture. In this It Is pointed out 
that it Is only within the past few cen- 
turies that sugar has become known 
and only within the last generation 
that refined sugars have become so low 
in price that they may be commonly 
used in the poorest families. Former- 
ly honey was the principal sweet, and 
it was highly valued 3,000 years before 
the first sugar refinery was built. “It 
wotld add greatly to the health of the 
present generation,” it 1s declared, “if 
honey could be at least partially re 
stored to its former place as a common 
article of diet.’’ 

Excessive use of sugar brings in its 
train a long list of Ills. When sugar 
is taken into the stomach {ft cannot be 
assimilated until first changed by di- 
gestion Into grape sugar. Only too 
often the overtaxed stomach fails prop- 
erly to perform this digestion, and then 
come sour stomach and various phases 
of indigestion and dyspepsia. In the 
laboratory of the hive the honey has 
been fully prepared by the bees for 
prompt assimilation without taxing ei- 
ther stomach or the kidneys, so that 
in eating honey the digestive machin- 
ery is saved work and health is main- 
tained. . 

Moreover, the same report says that 
“in many cases it will be a real econo. 
my to lessen the butter bill by letting 
honey in part take its place. One pound 
of honey will go as far as a pound of 
butter, and if both articles be of the 
same quality the honey will cost the 
less. Honey is strongly recommended 
for children, while for persons of all 
ages a pleasant and wholesome drink 
is called ‘German honey tea.’ This is 
made by pouring a teacupful of hot 


- Water on from one to two teaspoonfuls 


of honey.” 


Curious Wedding Customs In Turkey. 

The dowry of a Turkish bride is fix- 
ed both by law and custom and must 
not exceed a sum equal to $1.70 In Unit- 


-ed States currency. On no pretext can 


this amount be made greater or less, 
even though the parents be extremely 
poor or immensely wealthy. The wed- 
ding {s invariably set for Thursday, the 
festivities beginning on the previous 
Monday and lasting four days. The 
merrymaking is carried on by the men 
and women separately, and each day 
is distinguished by a change in cere- 
monies. On no account will Turks al- 
low spoons, forks, knives or wine on 
the table when celebrating a wedding. 


AN AFRICAN FOREST. 


Peculiar Effects Produced by Wind, 
Sanlight and Shadow. 

An explorer describes a central Af- 
Nea forest: “Ten miles west of the 
lake begins the only piece of real vir 
gin forest met with. It is throughout 
a dense virgin forest and almost im- 
penetrable. It consists of very large 
trees of many varieties. The upper 
parts are festooned with a lght gray- 
sh green moss hanging in long stream- 
ers and giving to the forest a very fan- 
tastic appearance. When these long 
streamers are agitated by a storm they 
make the whole forest, seen from one 
of the hills near, look like a rough sea. 
Again, when the sun is vertical the 
whole forest appears dark, but when 
the sun is low the general effect on 
the sunny side ifs curiously light. 

“All the trees are bound together 
with innumerable lHanas and creeping 
plants. Between the stems !s a dense 
tangled mass of lesser vegetation. The 
forest stands to a great extent in tho 
water and mud of the swamp. A 
singular feature of it is the abruptness 
with which it begins and ceases on the 
plain. The grassy swamp ‘or open 
country reaches to the mighty wall of 
trees, which continue in the same den- 
sity from one side to the other. There 
is no smaller wood or scrub outside 
forming a transition from the open 
plain to the forest. 

“Inside, the silence and gloom are 
accentuated by the apparent absence 
of animal or bird life, There are some 
herds of buffaloes that make It a head- 
quarters, elephants visit It occasional- 
ly, monkeys and parrots are sometimes 
seen, and a harnessed antelope now and 
then appears at the edge, but the gem 
eral impression left is one of lifeless 
peas” 
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Best Method of Killing the Animal—_ 
How to Insure a Clean Carcass— 
The Process of Skinning—Hanging 
of the Carcass and When It Should 
Be Done—Cutting the Mutton Into 
Proper Sizes For the Table. 

Farmers’ Bulletin No. 183, United 

States Department of Agriculture, 

gives the following explicit directions 

regarding the killing and dressing of 

@ sheep on the farm: . 


Much of the sheepy flavor of mut- 
ton comes from the generation of

gases in the stomach after the sheep 
is killed. For this reason they should 
be dressed as rapidiy as possible. A 
platform six or eight inches high is a 
convenient thing to work on, and aids 
in keeping the blood away from the 
body, insuring a cleaner. carcass. A 
clean dry place is necessary for neat 
work. Water or blood on the wool 
makes it very difficult to dress the 
animal nicely. 

Killing —If the sheep is an old 
one it may be stunned before bleed- 
ing. If a young one the same purpose 
is served by dislocating the neck after 
cutting the throat. This is accomplish-

ed by putting one hand on the poll or 
top of the head and the other hand 
under tne chin giving a sharp twist 
upward. Lay the sheep on its side on 
the platform, with its head hanging 
over the end. Grasp the chin in the 
left hand and stick a knife through the 
neck, just back of the jaw (fig. 1). The 
cutting edge of the knife should be 
turned toward the spinal column and 
the flesh cut to the bone. In this way 
{t is possible to avoid cutting the 

wind-pipe. , 
Skinning.—Split the skin over the 
back of the front legs from the dew 
claws to a little above the knees (fig. 
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FIG. 8—FISTING OFF THE PELT. 


2). Open the skin over the wind-pipe 
from brisket to chin, starting it slight- 
ly on tbe sides of the neck. Split the 
skin over the back of the hind legs to 
the middle ling and skin the buttock. 
The skin should also be raised over 
the cod and flanks. Skin around the 
hocks and down to the hoofs, cutting 
off the hind feet at the toe joints. 
Run the knife between the cords and 
bone on the back of the skins and 
tie the legs together just above the 
pastern joints. No attempt should 
be made to skin the legs above the 
hock unti] after the carcass is hung 
up. Hang the sheep up by the hind 
legs and split the skin over the middle

line. Start at the brisket to “fist off” 
the skin. This is done by grasping 
the edge of the pelt firmly in one 
hand, pulling it up tight and working 
the other with fist closed between the 
pelt and the body (fig. 3). The ‘‘fist- 
ing off” should be downward over the 
fore quarters and upward and back- 
ward over the hind quarters and legs. 
It is unwise to pull down on the skin 
over the hind legs as the membrane 
covering the flesh is sure to be rup- 
tured and an unsightly appearance 
given to the carcass. The wool] should 
always be held away from the flesh 
for the sake of cleanliness. The skin 
on the legs should be pulled away 


from the body rather than toward 1! 

in order to preserve the covering o 
the meat. When the pelt has been 
loosened over the sides and back it 
should be strippeé down over the neck 
and cut off close to the ears. The 
head may then be removed without 
being skinned by cutting through the 
at’as joints. 

Gutting—Begin removing the en- 
trails (fig. 4) by cutting around the 
rectum and allowing it to drop down 
inside. Do not split the pelvis. Open 
down the belly line from the cod to 
the breastbone and take out the 
paunch and intestines, leaving the 
liver attached to the diaphragm. If

the mutton is for home use split the 


breasthone and remove the heart, 
lungs @nd+diaphragm together. For 
marketing {t is best not to split the 
“breast. Rech up‘into the pelvis and 
pull out.the bladder. Wipe all the 
blood and dirt from the carcass witb 
@ coarse cloth wrung nearly dry from 
hot water. Double up the front legs 
and slip the Nttle cord, found by 
cutting Into the fleshy part of the 
forearm, over the ankle joints, 
Cutting Mutton.—First split the car- 
cass (fig 5) into halves, then cut off 
the flanks and breast, following the 
line to A B C D (fig. 6). Cut off the leg 
at the top of the round, A to K, just 
touching the hip joint. Remove the 
shank below the fleshy part of the leg. 
Cut off the shoulder between the third 
and fourth ribs and the neck at the 
shoulder vein. Remove the front 
shank at the elbow joint. Where a

“saddle of mutton” is wanted, one 
must deviate from this method of 
cutting and cut the saddle in one 
piece before the carcass is split into 
halves. 

The leg of mtuton is sometimes cut 
{into steak, but is usually roasted 
whole or boiled. The loin may be used 
for chops, the slices being cut parallel] 
to the rib, or it may be roasted if de- 
sired. The chops should be cut “one 
rib” thick. If used ag an oven roast 
the joints in the backbone should be 
be cracked with a cleaver to admit of 
easy carving at the table. The rack 
is used in the same way as the loin. 
The joints in the back of the shoulder 
should be cracked and the ribs broken 
across the middle on the inside, when 
it may be used as an oven roast from a 
young mutton, or ag a_ boiling piece 
if from an old one. The breast and 
flank when trimmed are used for 
stews; the neck and shank for soup 
stock. 


Forcing Twigs.Jn Water. 

From Feb. 20 to March 20 1s _ the 
time to bring in twigs of flowering 
shrubs and trees and put them in a 
vase of water in a sunny window sill, 
where they will open during the dreari- 
est month of the year—the month be 
fore spring comes. Among the show: 
fest and most interesting are the flow: 
ering dogwood, forsythia, apple, peach, 
pear, red maple, elm, beech and horse 
chestnut. Magnolias have the largest 
flowers of all, but it {s doubtful if any 
one has succeeded with them. Change 
the water every day or two.—Gardep 
Magazine. 


Pruning Dewberrles. 

The most common way of-managing 
dewberry plants is to drive a stake 
three‘or four feet high between two 
hills and tie the young canes from each 
hill to the top of the stake, cutting 
their loose ends back to about one foot 
above the stake. The fruit is then 
borne above the new growth, kept 
clean and can be easily picked. The 
young canes are allowed to run over 
the ground at will during the growing 
season and the next year are tied to 
the top of the stake, while the old 
fruiting ones are cut away.—Rural 
New Yorker. 


Cheap Hotbed. 

A cheap and easily made hotbed 
much in use by extensive growers may 
be made as follows: Cut all the posts 
twelve inches long and nail the side 
boards on, allowing them to project an 
inch over the end posts; then nail in 
the end boards, which give a level top 
when set up. When the bed is set up 
ready to fill, one side is tilted, resting 
the posts on blocks or bricks, which 
gives the necessary slant to carry off 
the water when the sashes are placed 
on. This bed gives very *itisfactory re- 
sults, but of course is not a “thing of 
beauty.” 


Fall Pigs. 
Generally speaking, many farmers 


“fail to make money out of fall pigs be- 


cause they do not handle them rightly. 
They put them in a pen and feed them 
on corn to the exclusion of all other 
diet unless it may be a little milk ora 
pail of kitchen refuse once or twice a 
day and then wonder how anybody can 
make money out of winter pigs. We 
wonder too.—Farm Progress. 


Pruning Grape Vines. 

Prune grape vines on warm, pleas- 
ant days. if you have some grape vines 
which have not been pruned for several 
years, cut out one-third of the old wood 
this season, one-third next season, and 
the remaining third the following sea- 
son. This gives three years to entire 
ly renew the old plant. 


Watering Horses. 

Horses should be watered at least 
three times every day. The man who 
goes to the stable, waters his horses 
and gives them a light feed the last 
thing every night before he retires al- 
ways has round, sleek, good looking 
animals. 


Taking Care of Medicines, 

You can’t be too careful about place 
tng poison dottles so that there’s no 
danger of some one getting hold of 
them by mistake. If you have many 
such bottles—and some families bave 
a hundred and one liniments, each 
earefully marked with its poison label] 
—it is a good plan to set one smal! 
shelf aside in your medicine closet. If 
space {s too valuable a thing to do this 
or your bottles too few, put everything 
of & polsu-ous nature in a box, mark- 
Ing the bo: es “Poison” in big let- 
ters.

MILKING THE COW. 


Things to Think About—The Milker 

* In the White Suit. 

An important thing in connection 
with milking is the condition of the 
hands and clothes of the milker. The 
inilker should be clean personally and 
should be required to go about his work 
in clean clothes. The milking should 
be done with dry hands. The habit of 
some milkers of wetting their hands 
with milk just as they begin is a filthy 
practice and the cause of much bad 
milk and poor butter. There is some- 
thing In the presence of a milker In a 
white suit that calls for clean work, 
particularly if he is required to keep 
the suit clean while about his work. 
Many dairymen require their milkers to 
be dressed in white. 

The same principle is true in regard 
to whitewash on the interior of the 
barn. A carefully whitewashed wall 
shows off cobwebs to their disadvan- 
tage, and they will usually be removed. 
There is something out of place if part 
of a building is kept clean and fresh— 
os a whitewashed wall, for instance— 
and other parts are a mire of filth. 
Whitewashed walls go with clean floors, 
and the two with a white clad milker.

Butter Eaters, 

Nothing eats up butter faster than 
discomfort and fear, because they 
shrink the butter fat and so make their 
milk, which is steering the butter Into 
the manure pile instead of into the 
churn, says J. V. Van Nott in Rural 
New Yorker.

A cow cannot 
run a furnace and a churn with the 
one feed. Another butter eater is tho 
stanchion. Farmers are very careful 
to have for themselves warm floors 


and feather beds, but leave their duti- 
ful cows hanging by the necks in the 
cruel stocks named stanchions and to 
get what sleep they can on a frost car- 
peted floor. Both should be abolished 
by law as cruelty to animals,

Cause of Cow Failure. 

Don’t let your cow eat her head off. 
A few cows give 400 pounds of butter 
fat ina year. A great many give 300 
pounds or more, and yet it {s a deplora- 
ble fact that the average cow does not 
produce much over 100 pounds in a 
year. But in a great many instances 
this failure of the cow to reach a point 
where she may be considered as a prof- 
{table Investment is due to the care, or 
rather to the lack of care, which she re- 
celves.—Michigan Farmer. ~ 


Raw Milk For Infants. 
German clinical evidence indicates 
that cows’ milk used raw is much bet- 
ter than boiled milk for feeding in- 
fants affected with gastric or intestinal 
catarrh. 


| Feeding the Milk Maker |

I cannot understand how any dairy- 
man can get along without a silo. I 
recently heard one successful dairyman 
say that if he had built a silo five 
years earlier he would have easily 
saved $1,000. I figure that when you 
get twenty tons of silage to the acre it 
is equal to seven tons of the best hay. 
That ought to settle the question, says 
a Connecticut dairyman in American 
Agriculturist. 

Wonderful Forage Crops Passible. 

It is difficult to unde:stand why the 
southern dairymen do not raise their 
feed. The system of dairying that is 
carried on in the north, if adopted, 
could not fail to be more profitable to 
the producer and more healthful for 
the consumer, affirms C, I’. Doane in an 
exchange. The amount of forage that 
ean be raised on an acre of land in 
most of the southern states is beyond 
the conception of the northern farmer. 

The Pasture a Back Number. 

“Nobody but a billionaire can afford 
a pasture,” states Mr. Detrich, as quot- 
ed in Farm Journal. “Soiling is the 
correct idea. Grow the feed and bring 
it to the cows. Rye, oats and peas, 
sweet corn, ensilage, hay, etc., are the 
keynotes of modern farming. The pas- 
ture is a back number.” 

At Calving Time. 

At calving time many breeders feed 
warm bran mashes, and some give 
tepid water for drinking purposes until 
the cow has regained her normal con- 
dition. 

Serving the Dairy Cow's Feed. 

In England a great deal of attention 
is given to the preparation of feed for 
dairy cows. Grain is usually crushed 
or ground. Chaffing or cutting straw 
and hay is a very general practice, 
Roots are usually pulped or sliced. 

More Roots to Be Used? 

An increased use of roots is being ad- 
vocated in this country. In Great Brit- 
ain they are fed to dairy cattle as well 
as to beef animals, but when feeding 
them to milk cows the best dairymen 
take pains to avoid tainting the milk 
by their use. 

Dairy Feeding Well Understood. 

I suppose no other question has re- 
ceived more consideration among our 
farmers in the past twenty-five years 
than this question of feeding, and the 
result is the general principles of feed- 
ing today are pretty well understcod. 
It has been said, and I think with a 
good deal of force, that the dairy of the 
average farmer is better fed than the 
family of the same farmer.—H. Wing. 

Skill In Buying Feed. 

Skill in buying a food adapted to 
your use that is relatively cheap in 
your own locality is a question of great 
importance, *

Marcia Gordon was sixteen years old 
when the Spanish-American war broke 
out, and a more ardent little patriot 
did not live in Huntersville.

Their epprobation did not counterbal- 
ance the sneers of many who regarded 
the young man as a coward. Brown, 
proprietor of the store, was a sensible 
man.

Despite the clamoring 
of those who insisted that McCarron 
for running away from the enemy’s 
bullets should be driven from town he 
gave the boy his old place.

When the company, sadly 
decimated, returned from Cuba after 
the war the soldiers had nothing but 
good words for the man who had been 
their comrade.

The Fur Trade. 

The fur trade of North America has 
always been largely conducted on the 
principle of barter, writes Duncan 
MacArthur in the New England Mag- 
azine, The transactions with the In- 
dians are carried on in a very simple 
manner. When a hunter brings in his 
collection of furs to any trading post, 
which he usually does twice a year, in 
October and March, he is taken to the 
trading room, where the oflicial in 
charge carefully examines, classifies 
and values each skin, and when the 
whole pack is goiM over he hands the 
Indian a numisr of tallies, or small 
pieces of wood or metal, each repre- 
senting the value of a ‘‘made beaver,” 
and the whole representing the value 
of the entire catch. The Indian then 
proceeds to the storeroom and selects 
such articles as he requires—blankets, 
capots, guns, knives, tea, tobacco, etc.— 
in payment for which he hands back 
his tallies until they are all gone and 
his purchasing powers are exhausted. 
He then departs, another hunter takes 
his place and is dealt with in a similar 
manner, and so on until all the furs 
in possession of the whole band of In- 
dians have passed {nto the hands of the 
trader. Formerly it was customary to 
give a good hunter a “dram” and some 
small presents in appreciation of his 
industry. 


Vast Store of Wenlth Emptied From 
New World Into Old. 

It has never been told how vast was 
the treasure that was emptied from the 
new world into the old in the glorious 
days of the Spanish dominion. We can 
only judge of how great it was by col- 
lateral evidence. The booties ef Cortes 
and Pizarro are famous in annals of 
new world history. In them we have 
read how the soldiers of the former 
carried away only a small part of the 
treasures looted at Mexico, yet were so 
loaded down with stolen gold that 
when they fell from the causeway into 
the lake in the memorable retreat from 
Mexico they sank and drowned as 
weighted with plummets of lead; also 
we read how Pizarro exacted as a trib- 
ate for the liberation of the Inca Ata- 
bulpa gold that filled to the depth of 
several fect a room seventeen feet wide 
by twenty-two feet long and that was 
valued at 1,300,000 pesos d'or, the 
equivalent of nearly $15,500 of our 
money. 

When Drake sailed the south sea In 
the Golden Hind upon his piratical 
voyage of circumnavigation in the 
years 1577-79 and when he captured the 
Nuestra Senora della Concepcion—sur- 
named the Cacafue or Spitfire—of Cape 
San Francisco, it took three days to 
transfer the treasure from the cap- 
tured ship to his own, In that single 
haul there was realized a “purchase,” 
as {t was called, of over twenty-six 
tons of silver, besides cighty pounds of 
virgin gold, thirteen chests of pieces of 
eight containing over $1,000,000 in 
money and an enormous amount of 
jewels and plate. 

Upon the evidence of John Drake we 
read that when the Golden Hind laid 
yer course for England, by way of the 
Cape of Good Hope, she was so heavily 
; “ballasted” with pure silver that she 

“rode exceeding deep in the water.”.

The points in the operation of a 
cream separator by the farm dairyman, 
given in their order of importance as 
bearing on the quality of the work, are 
suinmarized as follows by an authority 
on buttermaking: 

Virst.—The speed of the separator 
must be uniform and up to the stand- 
ard required by the makers of that 
particular machine. 

Second.—The temperature of the milk 
should be such as will make it flow 
readily; the warmer it is the more per- 
fect will be the separation. 

Third.—The amount of milk that is 
run through the machine should re 
main constant and should not be In- 
creased over that which is intended for 
the machine. 

Fourth.—The machine should be set 
on a solid base or foundation, so that 
there will be no jar or shaking about 
as it is turned, such as would tend to 
interfere with the even flow of the milk 
through the bow] and thus destroy Its 
efficiency in skimming. ; 

Fifth.—The separator must be kept 
thorvughly and = scrupulously clean, 
particular care being taken that none 
of the tubes through which the milk 
flow becomes obstructed In any way. 

Sixth.—The test of the cream can be 
readily changed by changing either the 
cream outlet or the skim milk outlet. 


Record For Continuous Milking. 

Hoard’s Dairyman gives the portrait 
and some detally about this Holstein

fine herd of R. M. Hotaling of San 
Francisco. Her owner claims for her 
the world’s record, April, 1905, for con- 
tinuous milking. She has made 20.13 
pounds of butter fat in seven days and 
16.96 pounds of butter-fat in seven 
days after 270 days’ continuous milk- 
ing. . 


The Cost of Milk Production. 

The New Jersey experiment station 
demonstrates that with cows yielding 
6,500 pounds of milk per head per year 
the cost per quart is about 2.4 cents. 
What must be the cost of the quart in 
the case of the 5,000 pound cow, the 
4,000 pound cow, the 8,000 pound cow 
and the 2,500 pound cow? Will not 
the cost range higher as the yield 
ranges lower? 

If the 6,500 pound cows put 2.4 cents 
into a quart of milk the 5,000 pound 
cows will put 2.7 cents, the 4,000 pound 
cow over 8 cents, the 3,000 pound cow 
close to 3.5 cents and the 2,500 pound 
cow nearly 4 cents into the quart. 

On the other band, if the 6,500 pound 
cow makes milk at a cost of 2.4 cents 
a quart a 7,500 pound cow will put 
only about 2 cents into the quart, the 
8,000 pound cow only 1.9 cents, and the | 
9,000 pound and 10,000 pound cows 
would put proportionately less cost in- 
to the quart.—New York Farmer. 


When the Cow Freshens. 

It is generally advisable to have a 
cow go dry before she freshens, Irom 
four to six weeks is none too long a 
rest. Many good cows have their milk- 
ing habits so firmly established that 
they must be forced dry. The simplest 
and safest way to stop the milk flow 
is to cut the feed down to a small al- 
lowance of hay and milk but once a 
day, or empty but half the udder at 
one milking and the other half at the 
next, thus alternating till the milk flow 
ceases. Then more generous feeding 
should be resumed, but the feeds used 
should be of a laxative character, A 
freshening cow is a sick cow and 
should be treated as such. She should 
not be exposed to violence, to cold or 
to storms, Her feed should be limited 
in quantity and be easily digested. As 
she fully recovers gradually increase 
her feed to a full varied ration. 


Graded Milk. 

It Is estimated by C. Ic. Marshall of 
Michigan that 12 cents per quart is not 
too high a retail price for milk when 
all the conditions under which It is pro- 
duced and handled are ideal. He 
argues for the production and sale of 
milk of different grades on a business 
basis, Such specifications as seem fair 
for the production of 5 cent milk, 6 
cent milk, and so on, should be agreed 
upon by contract between producer 
and consumer. The producer should de- 
cide upon what grade of milk he is 
willing to produce. The consumer 
should understand clearly the differ- 
ence between, say, 5 cent milk and 10 
cent milk and should decide what 
grade he wants. 


Dairy Form. 

The type of the cow has just as much 
to do with milk giving capacity in pro- 
portion to feed consumed as the form 
of the horse does in making of him a 
wasteful or an economical feeder. We 
have all seen slab sided, leggy horses 
that required a barnful of hay and fif- 
ty ears of corn a day to fill up. There 
is the same difference in cows. It pays 
the farmer to be able to judge of the 
value of cows by the animal’s form— 
dairy form —Farm and Ranch, 


Stove 150 Years Old. 

The London Sphere prints a letter 
from a farmer in the Canadian North- 
west, which will Interest the curious: 
“I was on a business trip this fall in 
the northeast part of Saskatchewan,” 
he says, “and saw a box-stove of what 
I thought a new design. On inquiring 
where the man got it, he said it was his 
sreat-grandfather.s, and that it was 
made by the Carron Co. 150 years ago.

STRANGE HEIRLOOMS. 


They Have Come Down Through Long 
Ages—Bruce’s Sword and the ~* 
“Brooch of Lorn.” 


If the heirlooms that are so jealously 
treasured in the stately homes of Bri- 
tain could only be brought together they 
would make one of the most fascinating 
museums in the whole world, says Tit- 
Bits, 

Lord Elgin has among his many an- 
cestral treasures at Broomhall the very 
helmet which the valiant Robert Bruce 
once wore and the huge two-handed 
sword which he wielded with such 
deadly effect In many a hard-fought 
fray; while the Douglas banner which 
floated in the thickest of the fight at 
Otterburn has come down to our 
times through nearly twenty genera- 
tions of the descendants of Archibald 
Douglas, who bore it so gallantly. 

The brooch of Lorn, too, which was 
taken from Robert Bruce at the battle 
of Dalrigh, has been preserved ever 
since at Donelly Castle by the family 
of McDougall. Another most interest- 
ing relic of Bruce days is the famous 
Lee penny, which was the inspiration 
of Scott’s “Talisman.” This magical 
coin, which {s a silver groat of Edward 
IIL’s time, with a cornelian set In it, 
was brought from the east by Sir Si- 
mon Lockhart and is credited with 
wonderful powers of healing the sick 
and curing those who have been bitten 
by mad dogs. 

Among the many memorials of Sir 
Francis Drake to be seen In private 
houses is the very sword which was 
presented to him by the burgesses of 
Plymouth, and which now belongs to 
Sir Francis Eliott Drake of Buckland 
Abbey. At Buckland Abbey, also, are 
the drum which accompanied the great 
naval hero on his voyage in the Pell- 
can; a cocoanut cup mounted in silver 
gilt, given by Queen Elizabeth to Sir 
Francis, and also a silver gilt standing 
dish and cover. At Kimberley Hall, 
the Norfolk seat of Lord Kimberley, are 
many valuable memorials of old days, 
notably the silver hilt of the sword 
which his lordship’s ancestor, Sir John 
Wodehouse, wielded at Agincoyprt, and 
@ rosary of coral and gold presented 
to Sir Philip's wife by Queen Catherine 
of Valois. 

At Lyme Hall, in Cheshire, is a very 
ancient bed, with a canopy of carved 
black wood, at which the Black Prince 
used to sleep; at Oxburgh Hall one may 
look on the bed in which Henry VII. 
was wont to take his rest; at Nappa 
Hall, the ancestral Yorkshire seat of 
the Metcalfes, there is, or was within 
recent years, a massive four-poster 
which the beautiful and ill-fated Queen 
of Scots occupied for a few nights; and 
at Sizergh Castle the Stricklands 
proudly exhibit a magnificent counter- 
Pane and toilet cover of the richest 
white satin embroidered by the hands 
of Queen Catharine Parr during a visit 
she paid to the castle as a young girl. 

The centre of the pattern on both 
counterpane and toilet cover is a me- 
dallion surrounded by a wreath of na- 
tural flowers wrought in twisted silks 


and bullion; a spread eagle [n_ bold ]- 


relief, gorged with the Imperial Crown, 
forms the middle, aud at each corner 
{is a dragon glowing with purple, crim- 
son and gold. The’colors are almost 
as fresh and vivid to-day as when they 
left the hands of Catharine centuries 
ago. 

At Rug, near Bala, are preserved a 
knife, fork and dagger, once the pro- 
perty of Owen Glendower, the famous 
Welsh chieftain; Lord DeL'Isle and 
Dudley has ao magnificent two-handed 
sword, which was once worn by Robert 
Dudley, Earl of Leicester; and the Earl 
of Pembroke is very proud of the suit 
of russet and gilt armor which his re- 
mote predecessor, William, Earl of 
Pembroke, wore when commanding the 
Engiish army at the battle of St. Quen- 
tin. 

Better known, and of exceptional in- 
terest, is the ancient glass goblet known 
the world over as the “Luck of Eden- 
han,” which bears the legend: “When 
this cup shall break and fall, farewell 
the luck of Edenhall,” and which has 
been so long treasured by the Mus- 
graves. A similar heirloom is the 
“Luck of Muncaster,” a quaint enamel- 
led glass vase, presented by Henry VI. 
to Sir John Pennington when he shel- 
tered the King at Muncaster, after the 
battle of Hexham in 1463; while in the 
drawing-room of Worthington Hall, the 
seat of the Curwens, is a small drink- 
ing cup of Scotch agate given by Mary 
Queen of Scots as a parting gift to her 
friend and host, Sir Henry Curwen. 

At Hesleyside, Durham, !s a very re- 
markable memorial of past centuries in 
the form of a formidable spur, six 
{inches long, which, we are told, the 
“lady of the family used to serve upon 
a dish to ier husband and sons, as a 
hint that the domestic larder needed 
replenishing.” At Coleshill House is 
& wax image of an Infant, the last hope 
of the Pleydells, which is credited with 
remarkable influence over the fortunes 
of the Bouveries; and at Matfen one 
may see the Sockburne falchion, the 
identical sword with which Conyers of 
Sockburne is sald to have slain the 
Serpent. 


Queer Theory of the Universe. 

The natives of Australla have a queer 
theory of the unlverse. The sky 1s said 
to be inhabited by three persons—a 
gigantic. man with an immense foot 
shaped like that of an emu, a woman 
and a child who never develops beyond 
childhood. The man ls called Ulthaana, 
meaning “spirit.” When a native dies 
his spirit is said to ascend to the home 
of the great Ulthaana, where [t remains 
for a short time. The Ulthaana then 
throws it into the salt water, from 
which it is rescued by two benevolent 
but lesser Ulthaana, who perpetually 
reside on the seashore, apparently 
merely for the purpose of rescuing 
spirits who have been subject to the 
inhospitable treatment of the great Ul- 
thaana of the heavens (AlkKirra).

HOTBEDS, 


Thelr Season Is Now On—General 
Methods of Their Construction—A 
Common Hotbed Illustrated. 

The date at which the hotbed may 
be started with safety depends almost 
entirely on the means at command for 
heating it and upon the skill of the 
operator. Hotbeds are sometimes start- 
ed as early as January, or they may be 
delayed until in March. 

There are various methods of con- 
struction, from the excavation or pit, 
two or more feet in depth, walled up 
with brick or planks, to the simple box 
set above gfound and tilted on one 
side for the slant to the sash. 

Where hotbed frames are set on top 
of a pile of fermenting manure the ma- 
nure should extend beyond the edges

of the frame, otherwise the frame may 
become too cold about the outside and 
the plants suffer. It is generally pre- 
ferable to have a pit beneath the 
frame, in which the manure is placed. 

Baily advises to first put in a layer 
of an inch vr two of any coarse ma- 
terial and upon this from twelve to 
thirty inches of manure. The earlier 
the bed is made the larger should be 
the amount of manure. Hotbeds in- 
tended to hold for two months should 
have about two feet of manyre as a 
rule. The manure should be put into 
the pit-in layers four to eight inches 
thick, each layer being thoroughly 
trodden down before another is put in. 

Manure that has just the right 
amount of straw in it will give a 
springy feel to the feet as a person 
walks over it, but it will not fluff up 
when the pressure is removed. Above 
the manure may be a tifin layer of leaf 
mold or some porous material that will 
serve to distribute the heat, and above 
this are four or five inches of soft gar- 
den loam, in which the plants are to 
be grown. 


THINNING AN ORCHARD. 


Plan For Removing Apple Trees By 
a Gradual Process. 


An orchardist submits in Rural New 
Yorker the following plan for orchard 
thinning: The trees are mostly Rhode 
Island Greenings and consequently 
great spreaders, The limbs began to 
meet twenty years from planting. 
They are set 30 by 32 feet. 

‘We determined to take out every 
other row diagonally, but by a gradual 
process. In this age of spraying, with

trestle rigs to be drawn through the 
orchard, room must be had to _ get 
around..As fast as the trees crowd we 
keep cutting from the trees to be 
eventually taken out and let the per- 
manent trees spread at _ will. Now, 
after thirty-two years from setting, all 
the large lower branches are off some 
of the trees, and it is only a question 
of time when the trees will be taken 
out entirely. As will be seen by the 
diagram, this will leave the permanent 
trees (P) about forty-five feet cpart 
each way. 


The Cause of Bad Butter. 


A writer in the Cheese and Dairy 
Journal] says as follows: 

“I have been making butter for the 
last fifteen years and. have not been 
able to get a score higher than 9344, 
and my convention tubs were not few. 
I read articles on buttermaking written 
by men who had made their mark in 
their profession. I followed the meth- 
ods outlined by them exactly, but fail- 
ed to produce a tub of butter which, 
when scored, would score high. 

“My cream was of a fairly good qual- 
{ty and sweet when delivered. I in- 
structed my patrons to aerate their 
milk, cool it well and keep it cool until 
delivered. at the creamery, I exercised 
great care with the machinery, having 
everything clean which came in con- 
tact with the milk or cream, but still 
the old trouble continued. My butter 
had a low, flat taste, inclined to be 
fishy even when comparatively fresh, 
and the flavor would ‘go off’ very 
quickly. I could not rest at this stage. 
My instructions to the patrons seemed 
to have been followed, with the excep- 
tion of a few cases, and I felt that I 
had done all possible in the manufac- 
turing of butter to secure a good ar- 
ticle. However the butter still con- 
tinued poor and I ‘racked my brain’ for 
a solution of the matter. One morning 
after a sleepless night I examined my 
patrons’ cans very carefully and to my 
surprise found that a great number of 
them were rusty from the bottom half 
way up; I also found a few dirty cans; 
these looked as though they had aot 
been thoroughly cleaned for half a 
year at least. I felt that I had found 
the real reason of my trouble, and 
since the rusty cans have been replac. 
ed by new ones and the dirty cans 
cleaned and kept clean my _ trouble 
with poor flavored butter has disap- 
peared.” : 


Water the Hens. 


Fresh water warmed slightly should 
be supplied two or three times daily to 
the layiaz hens, says L, B. Gardner in 
Iowa St=fe Register and Farmer, The 
fact that it is cold is no indication that 
the fowls do not want water to drink. 
When it is taken into consideration 
that an egg is composed largely of wa 
ter it can be readily seen that unless a 
generous supply is provided no great 
ntimber of eggs will be forthcoming.

SOME FAMOUS BARBERS. 


Wilelders of the Scissors Have Became 


\ 


Great Lawyers, Inventors and 
Writers of Fame. 


It has been the delight of the bio- 
graphers to show how the printer’s 
devil, the poor. farm iad, the street 
waif and the -mechanic’s lad, have 
struggled onward and upward to dis- 
tinction. : 

Apparently they have ignored the 
barber boy’s achlevements. 

Nevertheless, there aresnumerous Jn- 
stances of barbers who have become 
Celebrities in various fields of human 
endeavor. 

In former times the barber's craft 
was dignified with the title of profes- 
sion, be it known. It was conjoined 
with the art of surgery. In the time 
of Henry VII. of England it was en- 
acted that the barbers should confine 
themselves to the minor operations of 
blood letting and drawing teeth, while 
the surgeons were prohibited from bar- 
bery or shaving. Later on—about the 
middle of the eighteenth century—the 
two-callings were entirely separate, 

The striped pole in front of shops to- 
day is symbolic of former times, sug- 
gesting the period when the barber 
was also a surgeon, and indicating the 
ribbon for bandaging the arm in bleed- 
ing. ng 

It was long after the vocations be- 
came distinct that Edward Burtenshaw 
Sugden rose to eminence. Sugden was 
the eon of a hairdresser {n Duke street. 
-~Westminster, and was assistant in the 
shop. When he was 41 years old he was 
mado King’s Counsel, and was chosen 
e bencher of Lincoln’s Inn. Under the 
first administration of Lord Derby he 
was raised to the peerage as Lord 8t. 
Leonards. 

It goes without saying thut there 
were not lacking envious persons to twit 
him with his former occupation, and 
this story {s told: Once, when address- 
ing a crowd in the Interest of his own 
candidacy to Parliament, a man called 
out to know what soap was worth and 
how lather was made. 

*f am particularly obliged to that 
gentleman for reminding me of my 
humble origin,” said Sir Edward. “It is 
true that I am a barber's son, and was 
once myself g barber. If the gentleman 
who s0 politely reminded me of these 
facts had been a barber he shows here 
that he would have remained ono to the 
end of his life.” 

Then there was Charles Abbott, a 
barber’s son, “a scrubby little lad who 
used to wait on his father with razors 
and a pewter bowl.” Abbott was also 
made a peer of England. 

An English writer has sald of a cer- 
tain inventive Englishman: “While his 
{inventions have conrerred infinitely 
more real benefit on his own country 
than she could have derived from abso- 
lute dominion of Mexico and Peru, they 
have been universally productive of 
wealth and enjoyment.” . 

This genius was Sir Richard Ark- 
wright, and his inventions were in the 
cotton spinning industry. He was born 
in 1792, turned from wig-making when 
the trade fell off, became enormously 
wealthy, was made a peer and dled in 
the elxtieth. year of his age. 

English literature has been made 
richer by at least three barbers, 

Jeremy Taylor was brought up in his 
father’s shop at Cambridge, Eng. He 
fs perhaps the most famous of all the 
barbers, his books remaining popular 
after 250 years. A critic says truthfully 
that his work is especially literary. 
Weighty with argument, his senmons 
and books of devotion are still read 
among us for their sweot and deep de- 
votion and their rapidly flowing and 
poetic eloquence. His most important 
work !s “The Liberty of Prophesying.” 

The greatest English naval poet— 
Charles Dibdin taking rank as second 
—was William Falconer. He was a 
barber in Edinburgh until his poem, 
“The Shipwreck,” not only made him 
famous, but won him a career in fhe 
Royal Navy. This poem, by the way, 
was based on his own experience. 
When yet young he had a chance to 
take a voyage on an English vessel 
bound for Venice. The ship was over- 
taken by a dreadful storm off Cape Co- 
lonna, and was wrecked, only three of 
the. crew being saved. One of these 
was Falconer, and the incidents of the 
voyage and its disastrous termination 
formed the subject of his poem. 
Strangely encugh, the terrors of the 
se:, which he so eloquently describes, 
did not deter him from following it, 
and he was lost in the wreck of an- 
other ship a few years later. 

Allan Ramsay, the Scottish poet, 
who dled the year before the birth of 
Burns, 1s justly celebrated In the Nter- 
ature of England. “The Gentle Shep- 
herd” {is especially worthy of remem- 
brance, being a pure, tender and gen- 
uine picture of Scottish life and love 
among the poor in the country. He 
carried on the song of rural life and 
love and humor which Burns perfected. 
Allan Ramsay was at one time a pros- 
perous wig-maker, 


Oddest Patrol Wagon. 


Writing of the local patrol wagon, the 
Penang correspondent of the Straits 
Times, Singapore, says: “It forcibly 
calls to mind at first sight a four- 
wheeled baker’s cart, bar tho fact it is 
drawn by about the slowest pair of bul- 
locks in the settlements. There is no- 
thing grim et all about it, for it is 
commanded by a sleepy Malay con- 
stable perched on the box, its roof and 
sides are formed of white canvas, and 
{t has no door to close at tho back, 
but merely an opening in which anoth- 
er Malay constable half slumbers. Two 
or three other constables ride inside 
sitting on the benches with the pris- 
oners, who seem to be too struck with 
novelty at the ride to make any attempt 
at escape. I should say that an es- 
cape from this prison van would be as 
easy as falling off a log.” 


Politeness Overdone.

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TUBERCULOSIS AGAIN. 


The Cow a Source of Health and 
Strength to Mankind. 

Ata recent meeting of a city organ: 
ization an instructor in bacteriology 
delivered an address on tuberculosis, by >. 
which the impression was left that? 
milk Is a dangerous food, though he 
declared that germs of tuberculosis are 
everywhere and that ‘probably every 
man in the audience had them in his 
body, perhaps in sufficient quantity to 
say: that he had tuberculosis In passive 
form. And here is the danger that lies 
in the discussion of this question from 
one side only. The public gets wrong 
impressions because it has not complete 
information. Bovine and human tuber- 
culosis may be identical; and an occa- 
sional cow may put some germs of tu- 
berculosis n milk, but there is far less 
danger from milk than from air, not 
only because there are fewer such 
germs in milk than in alr, but because 
in milk they do not directly reach the 
part of the human body most liable to 
infection, as they do in air. Besides, 
city milk is very largely sterilized a 
80 made safer than air. But eee 
things were even between milk and alr 
two parallel questions would arise: Are 
we to stop breathing? Are we to stop 
using milk? We may state as a gen- 
eral truth that the cow Is a great 
source of health and strength to hu- 
manity and a minor source of trouble. 
The public should be impressed with 
the fact that dairy products are gener- 
ally health glying and always so when 
properly handled.—National Stockman. 


McSparran on General Purpose. 

In the general purpose animal idea 
“the wish is father to the thought.” Men 
want the general purpose cow because 
she would be so handy and profitable : 
I will admit it would be a very attrac- 
tive addition to the herd, at one barn 
at least, If I could have half a hundred 
Jerseys displaced .by cows that would 
eat no more per capita and give as 
much or more milk that would test as 
much or more at the creamery. Each 
year or oftener each would give mea 
big calf that could be started right off 
on a short cut to a profitable market as 
baby beef, and when each one’s own 
life milking fever was over or going 
into a decline she would offer up her 
carcass on the altar of her final general 
purposeness, as prime, market topping 
beef. :

Plug up the holes in your milk pails, 
but don’t do it with old rags. Solder 
is cheap and clean. 

No Corners In Model Barn. 

Rev. Mr. Vetrich, the “model farm- 
er,” has no “corners” in his dairy barns 
—at least no square corners. All right 
angle joints are made slightly concave, 
so that dirt and germs will find no 
lodging place, and, as Mr, Detrich says, — 
“St Is far easier to clean a round than 
@ square corner.” 

Bedding For Cows. 

While bedding material for cows 
should be as free as possible from 
dust and dirt that might get into the 
milk and should not irritate the skin 
of the animals, two other important 
requirements are the keeping of ani- 
mals clean and the power of absorb- 
ing HNquid manure. 

The Best Milking Machine. 

They say they have a milking ma- 
chine at last that will do the work, 
but, like the flying machine, it will be 
some time before it is in common use. 
The farm boy or girl growing up with- 
out knowing how to milk is missing a 
valuable part of his education. MUlk- 
ing is not disagreeable work when all 
the conditions are right. Have the 
conditions right and start the boys and 
girls early. No milking machine can 
ever come up to a good, faithful boy, 
and a good girl fs just a little better, 
says Kimball’s Dairy Farmer, 

Care of the Youngsters, 

Give the calves the sunniest, warm- 
est corner in the barn. 

It is best to keep the youngsters in 
loose boxes, so they will have plenty of 
exercise. They should be handled and 
taught to lead. 

If calves are dropped and the sta- 
bles are not very warm a small blanket 
should be fitted to cach one. These 
may be made from pieces of old wool 
blankets, and the straps or strings can 
be let out as the youngster grows. 

The young stock should be given 
plenty of good bright hay and some 
bran and middlings to keep them grow- 
sng and make good bone.—Farm Jour.

A Degraded Peasantry. 

The Russian peasant is controlled 
by the Church, says ‘Wolf Von Schier- 
yrand in the Forum. He keeps the 150 
holy and fast.days in the year enjoin- 
ad to him by fhe holy Synod, and he 
maintains with his offeriags and dues 
che onormous apparatus of the Church. 
fhus the priests fatten on the —hall- 
starved peasantry, depriving them of 
part of their scanty fare. And this 
is but the economical loss the moujik 
suffers. Far greater is the intellect- 
ual and moral loss which in this way 
s inflected oa him, keeping him in that 
unreasoning condition which amazes 
al! who first become acquainted 
with Russia. The average yield — per 
acre of the whole of the ‘black-earth 
belt” has steadily sunk. It is now 
lower than in any other country in 
“urope. It is, for instance, just one- 
third that of the average of Germany, 
and yet the latter has, by nature, 
rather meagre soil. But the Russian 
peasant is too unprogressive and un. 
intelligent to till his land properly, 
and too poor to buy manure or fertil- 
wer. But the greatest drawback, in 
certain sense, is that the Russian 
Governmens has helped to keep the 
veasant in his present degraded state 
{ndolent and improvident as a_ result 
vf centuries of serfdom, the Govern- 
ment has made him more so: (1) by 
insisting on his keeping the 150 holy 
days in the year which the orthodox 
church enjoins; (2) by compelling him 
co pay his taxes—averaging in some 
jistricts between 50 and 60 per cent. 
of the gross crops—as soon as the har- 
yest is done, at a time when prices 
rule lowest.

Making Horseshoe- Nails. 
Three million separate shoe nails 
are often cast from one ton of metal.

When tlie metal in a liquia 
state is poured into the mold it runs 
through the sand in passages provided 
for it.

Jition the iron is as brittle as glass, 
and very little force is required te 
separate the nails from the network 
which holds them together. They 
then have to undergo the _procest 
of annealing. They. are mixed with 
hematite iron ore, which is in a pow- 
dered state, put into iron pots, anc 
placed in an annealing furnace, 1 
sort of kiln’. Here they remain foi 
some days, care being taken to so reg: 
alate the heat to which they are sub 
jected that the iron will not re-melt. 
put be brought very nearly to that con- 
jition.
